Twin tornadoes, whirl- 
ing upon the city in fearful suddenness, left 
more than 200 dead, more than 1,000 injured, 
in the debris of a city twisted into instan- 
taneous ruin. 

Today that same city celebrates in proud 
rejoicing a restoration and a rebirth that stands 
as a material symbol for the unconquerable 
spirit of her citizens. 

Two years ago, shortly after the wind of 
horror had worked its havoc upon the north 
Georgia city, President Roosevelt visited the 
place. Then he spoke his sympathy and prom- 
ised his unsfinted aid in the task of rebuilding. 

Today, President Roosevelt comes as the 
guest of Gainesville, to dedicate the new city 
square, named in his honor, and to witness the 
unveiling of a monument bearing a bronze 
plaque showing his features. And to witness, 
in person, the marvels that have been achieved; 
to observe that pioneer spirit of Georgians who 
would not admit defeat, but accepted ruin 
merely as the starting point for new and 
greater achievement, 

Georgia is the “second home” of the Presi- 
dent. Here, at Warm Springs, is the “Little 
White House” where, whenever duty permits, 
he finds rest and relaxation and new strength. 
It was in Georgia that the movement for his 
presidential nomination was born. Georgia 
rightfully feels a deep pride in the record of her 
adopted son, who has led the nation victorious- 
ly through some of the deepest travail she has 
ever known. 

In many ways the new Gainesville typifies 
the new Georgia and this state’s sentiment to- 
ward the President. It is but right that he 
should be present there today, when a Georgia 
city celebrates a new era in its history. 

Gratitude for the help in rebuilding re- 
ceived from the federal government, pride in 
the new municipal skyline and an unspoken 
promise of better and greater achievements for 
all her citizens in the future—these form the 
picture that will unroll before the eyes of 
President Roosevelt and the 50,000 other visitors 
who will be in Gainesville today. 

Atlanta and all Georgia join in congratula- 
tions and rejoicing on this notable day, when 
Gainesville writes a bright new page in the 
history of the state. 


STRANGLING THE CITIES 

In an effort to find a solution to the prob- 
lem of providing parking facilities for motor 
vehicles, the American Automobile Association 
has created a committee of outstanding traffic 
experts to study ways and means to alleviate 
conditions. It can only be hoped the commit- 
tee will act with dispatch, for it is clear that 
increasing prosperity will only aggravate a sit- 
uation which has now reached a virtual im- 
passe. 

A glimpse at the background of what is now 
the greatest dilemma facing American cities, 
in which Atlanta is no exception, throws into 
relief the great need for action of a definite 
nature. The progress from animal to motorized 
transportation affected every phase of social 
environment. The shift deprived the country 
general store of much of its trade as buyers 
went farther for their goods in search of lower 
prices and wider selections. This has been a 
great factor in modern, advancing economy. 
But this same trend has cluttered the streets 
of business centers until it now threatens the 
large urban stores. The trend to centralization 
continued as long as streets in the shopping 
centers could accommodate the parked vehicles 
of retail buyers with a modicum of convenience. 

Now that automobile registration is on the 
upgrade again, it becomes necessary to find a 
solution of the problem which, if not corrected, 
will force a decentralization of shopping facili- 
ties. On its solution depends the shape—per- 
haps even the fate—of modern cities. In At- 
lanta several ways present themselves, of which 
the most often suggested, and seemingly the 
most practical presented, has been the utiliza- 
tion of the air space over the great railroad 
cuts in the heart of the city as parking areas. 
No drastic ordinance restraining curb parking 
can be expected to work by itself, and there are 
not enough policemen available to enforce reg- 
ulations in the face of hostile public reaction. 

The recommendations of the committee, 
which are scheduled to be presented at the next 
convention of the A. A. A., will be awaited with 
more than usual interest.

“NATURAL LEGAL RIGHT” 

One of the fundamental tenets of the Nazi 
program for world conquest is that the way 
must be prepared for actual occupation of a 
desired territory by the brown-shirted troops. 
This process of infiltration is accomplished 
through German residents of the coveted coun- 
try. They are urged and helped to form 
“bunds,’’ and societies, ostensibly for athletic 
and cultural purposes, but actually for the in- 
tensification and spread of the Nazi idea among 
the entire population. 

The Nazis seem, however, to have: run 
against a stumbling block in their attempts to 
inaugurate this subversive activity in Brazil. 
Foreign Minister Oswaldo Aranha, of that 
country, has flatly rejected German protests at 
the ban on Nazi—as well as all other—political 
activity. This prohibition was put into effect 
by President Getulio Vargas when he abolished 
all political parties at the setting up of his 
authoritarian regime on November 10, 

Why any exception should be expected on 
behalf of Nazi propaganda is difficult for any 
but a German to understand. German oOfficial- 
dom is notoriously obtuse and it is, perhaps, 
not surprising when they fail to recognize sim- 
ple logic in the actions of another government. 
Germans seem so imbued with the idea that 
whatever is German is right they appear con- 
stantly astonished when another country pre- 
fers its own systems and its own loyalties to 
the German conception of political idealism. 

But the height of official absurdity is 
reached when the German foreign office offi- 
cial organ, in attempting to justify its attitude 
toward Brazil, says Germans in the South 
American country “have merely claimed their 
natural legal right to advance their racial cul- 
ture and build up their organization unhin- 
dered.” 

The contention is so illogical it is moronic. 
All necessary to uncover its basic mendacity is 
to ask how much “natural legal right” is rec- 
ognized when Jews or other racial or national 
groups in Germany of today seek to “advance 
their racial culture and build up their organi- 
zation unhindered.” 

Even the church, in Germany, meets serious 
hindrance from Nazidom when it tries to build 
up its organization. And racial culture is met 
by the fiats of Hitler, ex-paperhanger, ordering 
the burning of books that contain some of the 
greatest wisdom of the ages. 

President Vargas is wise in prohibiting Nazi 
politics in Brazil. Because it is just such activi- 
ties which form the opening wedge for the in- 
filtration of Nazi ideas, which is but the first 
step to complete “anschluss” for the victim 
country. 

It might be well, even, for the United States 
to keep a watchful eye on Nazi-inspired groups 
in this country, as they “claim their natural 
legal rights” to “build up their organization 
unhindered.” Such organizations have no legal 
right whatever when their ultimate objective, 
admitted or not, is the breaking down of the 
government of this nation. 

When Hitler recognizes the natural legal 
right of the Jews in Germany to a “racial cul- 
ture,” will be time enough for any other nation 
to worry about the Nazi culture of German 
residents. within their borders.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

ANTI-SPENDING BLOC WASHINGTON, March 22.—The de- 


termination of the administration’s 
anti-spenders is being slowly diluted by the recurrent deluges of 
bad business news. Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr.’s little group of last-ditchers, who have held off the pump- 
primers all winter, are now veering toward a broad lending pro- 
gram. 

The fact is that they are still anti-spenders, but now they are 
willing to see the government prime the pump so long as someone 
else is obliged to foot the bill. In recent conferences, Secretary 
Morgenthau has frankly revealed a lively interest in a number of 
lending proposals. He is understood to have been particularly im- 
pressed with the twin proposals to lend to the railroads and utilities 
operating companies large sums for construction purposes. 

There have been-a number of hopeful signs to encourage the 
anti-spenders in tMeir belief that the new depression will cure it- 
self. Particularly notable is the land-office business being done at 
the Federal Housing Administration, where there are somewhat in- 
credible indications that a residential housing boom is in the mak- 
ing. But, by and large, the best economists of all shades of opinion 
concede that no sharp upturn is to be looked for this year. 


EMERGENCY MEASURES Even men sympathetic with the 


views of the anti-spenders predict 
that, for a long time, business will continue to move side-wise, like 
a rheumatic crab, Since the business level is now really appallingly 
low, this makes emergency measures logical. 

As the least alarmist government prophets see it, the business 
curve will take at least a year and perhaps a year and a half to 
climb back to its 1937 peak. For March, the Federal Reserve Board 
index is likely to break 80, and, while the extreme pessimists will 
tell you that the spring “tilt” will be negligible, more hopeful men 
expect a small improvement in the next couple of months. After 
that, however, even the optimists say that the climb will be very 
leisurely indeed. The best that is predicted is a return by Jan- 
uary 1, 1939, to a Reserve Board index level of 100. 

Should the return to the 100 index level take place, there would 
still be 20 points to go before the peak of the New Deal boom could 
be equaled. Moreover, for full re-employment, an index level of 
at least 140 is réquired. In such a situation, some effort to create 
employment with government funds has an all but irresistible 
appeal. It may be suspected that the warming of the lending en- 
thusiasm. of Secretary Morgenthau and other anti-spenders should 
be traced to a desire to avert something worse than lending. 
BATTLING BURT Senator Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, has 

a magnificent gall. Since an icily unfriendly 
meeting toward the close of the court fight, the leader of the anti- 
court plan forces had not seen the President until the other day, 
when he attended the White House conference on railroad prob- 
lems. Yet, after the conference was over, he lingered behind to tell 
the President that his amendment to the executive reorganization 
bill ought to be accepted. 

Since the executive reorganization bill is dearer to the Presi- 
dent’s heart than any other, and since the Wheeler amendment was 
intended to cut the gizzard out of the bill, the senator needed con- 
siderable nerve for his expression of views. The President took it 
calmly enough, contenting himself with an emphatic disagreement 
with Wheeler, and the two parted no more friends than at the start. 
Not long thereafter, the President showed what he really thought 
of the Wheeler amendment by putting on the openest and most 
savage recent display of administration pressure to beat Wheeler’s 
amendment. 


BRASH MOOD Altogether, Senator Wheeler seems to have been 

in a brash mood at the White House railroad 
conference. The only rail executive present was Carl R. Gray, 
former president and present vice chairman of the board of the 
Union Pacific. During the conference itself, Senator Wheeler 
twitted Gray with the accusation of two other important. railroad 
men, Fred W. Sargent, of the Chicago & Northwestern, and Patrick 
H. Joyce, of the Chicago Great Western, that Gray’s road had 
“gouged” competitors. 

He also read Mr. Gray selections from a memorandum on rail- 
road unification prepared by Leonor F,. Loree, of the Delaware & 
Hudson, charging Mr. Gray with blocking unification, which was the 
principal object of the White House meeting. The result of the 
senator’s selected readings was an uncomfortable little scene, which 
was probably just what he wanted. 


UNWILLING PEOPLE’S CHOICE ®° While James Roosevelt has 


not finally made up his 
mind, it is reliably understood that he is strongly inclined against 
seeking the nomination for the Massachusetts lieutenant governor- 
ship. Recently, a petition requesting him to do so, purporting to 
have been signed by 100,000 dwellers in Massachusetts, was laid on 
his desk.

61% Favor Sending U.S. 
Athletes to Tokyo for 
Olympics.

NEW YORK, March 22.—AlI- 
though officials of the British 
Amateur Athletic Association last 
week suggested that England 
should refuse to participate in the 
1940 Olympic games because they 
are to be held in Tokyo, American 
public sentiment is_ strongly 
against a boycott of the Olympics 
by the United States. 

This fact is indicated by a na- 
tion-wide survey conducted by the 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion. 

The majority of voters reached 
declared that international politics 
should be completely divorced 
from the world of sports, and that 
a boycott in protest against Japa- 
nese aggression in China would 
only increase hard feelings. 

BRITISH A. A. A. OPPOSED. 

Although talk of a boycott has 
been going on for some months, 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee definitely decided last week 
to hold the games in Tokyo. When 
the decision was announced, H. F. 
Pash, vice president of the British 
A. A. A., predicted that the com- 
mittee would get no support from 
England and suggested that the 
British hold unofficial matches in- 
stead with countries which “still 
remain civilized.” 

The Institute survey, which cov- 
ered a scientifically selected cross- 
section of American voters, asked: 

Do you think the United States 
should refuse to take part in the
